A regular meeting of the city council 


will be held thi j evening, and as it is the 
last regular meeting of the year, it will be 
of considerable interest. It is not posi- 
tively known what pew business will 
come up. 


It is said that an order will be intro- 


duce ' instructing the mayor to petition 
Ihj legislature to amend the charter so 
that the mayor's salary will be increased 
to §2,000 instead of $1,000, which it now is, 
The amendments proposed will contain 
an increase of the salaries of the assessors 
and tacy will contain a decrease of the 
salaries of the commissioner of public 
works and city almoner. The decreasing 
of these salaries is for the purpose of 
keeping the salary list down to about 
its present 
size and allowing the 


proposed 
increase. 
The 
admin- 


istration members of the council know 
nothing of the proposed amendments. 
They are not planned by them. H, H. 
Hamer was seen today by a TBANSCEIPT 
representative and was asked about the 
proposed order. He says that he tfoes not 
know anything about it, and all he knows 
was gathered from newspaper reports, 
This seems to leave the proposition with- 
out a father. The news of it appeared in 
an opposition paper and the thing was 
born in the opposition fold, whether it 
will be reared there or not. 


The report of the committee appointed 


to investigate the Beaver work will be 
submitted 
tonight. 
The committee 


chosen to make the investigation is com- 
posed of Cohiicilmen Tilton, Hamer and 
Kice. It is understood that there will be 
a majority and a minority report, that 
Mr. Hamer will make a special report not 
concurring with the other members of 
the committee. Besides these items of 
business the matter of the new stata road 
to the Adams line will come up again. It 
will be reported from the commitee on 
streets, which was to look into the matter 
and see what expense the road would be 
co the city if any, and to get an under- 
standing of the map o fthe proposed road 
prepared by Engineer Locke.

Some days ago when the Hamer blood 


was at its hottest there was almost every 
kind of accusations made against the 
present administration and it looked from 
theHamer side of the fence that the admin- 
istration had broke all the »oction3 of the 
charter and everyone of the ten command- 
ments. The friends of the administra- 
tion knew that the genius of the Hamer 
men to find fault was overdoing itself and 
that it would place those whom it pos- 
sessed in a position hard to say whether 
it is one of ignorance or willful lying. 


An illustration of this is found iu the 


great outburst that was made the other 
evening about th? "violation" of tbe 
charter in not having the annual report 
made as the charter instructs, and the 
eason why the administration did not 
prepare the report according to the spec- 
tre-finding eyes of the Hamer men was 
that the administration was ashamed to 
show how the city's finances stood, that 
the administration did not dare to make 
the report as required by the charter. 


Now while all this unfounded howl wag 


rending the air and delighting the heart 
of the Hamer men, the city officials were 
about their business preparing the report 
that tbe charter really calls for. What the 
charter does call for is as follows, taken 
from SectionlS, which designates the duties 
of the city council: "It shall (theeouncil)as 
often as once in laoh year, 10 days at 
least prior to the annual election cause to 
be published for the use of the inhabi- 
tants a particular account of the receipts 
and expenditures of said city and a 
schedule of all city property and of the 
city debt." 


This statement should have been called 


for by the council had it been held bark 
and the friend'i of Mr. Hamer in the coun- 
cil would no doubt have made the de- 
mand had they been as intimate with the 
charter aa they want the people to believe 
that they are. Mr. Hamer might have 
called 
for 
it himself. 
The calling 


for 
it 
is 
one 
of 
the 
"rights" 


that 
he 
holds 
so 
dearly. 
But 


the city officers are not negligent of their 
duty and the city treasurer has now com- 
pleted his annual statement that meets 
this section of the charter and gives ta 
the people the information of the city's 
condition that they should have. The 
statement is now ready for the printer 
and will be in the hands of the people at 
the time required by the charter. 


It will show the good financial condi- 


tion of the city and it will show how well 
the city's taxes are being collected, one of 
the most important things of the city's 
business. Treasurer Harclenbergh has been 
able to collect all of the taxes of!893 but 
$988.49. 
He has collected already all 


of the 1S97 taxes, but $8,155.52. There was 
over f30,000 more taxes this year to col- 
lect than last year, and the treasurer has 
le.-s to collect at this time this year than 
he had at a corresponding time last year. 
The record shown here is not equaled 
by many cities 
in the state, and 


is exceeded by none. The good work of 
the treasurer and tax collector will ba 
more apparent when it is said that the 
town tax collector is still at work on the 
tax of 1895. The secret of the good col- 
lecting by the officer of the present ad- 
ministration is his his insistent work. He 
collects and the taxpayer is petting to 
know thia and comes forward with his 
money.

The prog-rani at the house was v&ry 


simple and, bsyond the spectacular show 
which, it offered to the curious, among 
whom the ne\i ly wed were numerous, 
^had in itself little attraction. After the 
'call to order by Speaker Reed, the chap- 
lain delivered his invocation. Then the 
clerk called the roll. This having been 
accomplished and the presence of a 
quorum demonstrated, the cleik was 
directed to notify the senate that the 
house was ready for business, 
and a 


committee was appointed to wait on the 
president. After this there was a-iecess 
to await the arrival of the president's 
message, on the readme of which an ad- 
journment was taken until Tuesday. 


It is the* intention of the Republican 


leaders to proceed with the business of 
the session as rapidly as possible. The 
rommittees will all begin their labors 
this week and, as all of them have more 
or less bills on hand whiah. were intro- 
duced at the extra session there will be 
no lack of material for the hojse io work 
on after the committee hoppers have be- 
pun to grind. The appropriations com- 
mittee has been at work for 10 days, and 
Chairm-an Cannon expects to pass at 
least t-ro of the regular budgets before 
the holidays, log-istative a,nd executive 
appropriation bills. One of these bills, 
it is expected, will be reported by Wed- 
nesday, and the end of the week prom- 
ises to see the hou=e down to business. 


Amone the early general measures to 


leceive consideration will be the bank- 
ruptcy bill. Whether it will be the Nel- 
son, bill, which passed the senate at the j 
last session, or a modification of the 
Torry bill, depends on dhe temper of the 
judiciary committee, which will submit 
the measure to the hous«. 
Beyond 


doubt there will be several resolutions of 
inquiry during the first week, which may 
be more or less sensational, and some 
of the radical, pro-Cuba members will 
attempt to g-et co-nsidration for a Cuban 
resolution before the foreign affaiis com- 
mittee can act. Congressman Living- 
ston of Geoigia is one of these. Owing 
to-t'he natm e ol the house rules the hasty 
efforts will prove abortive, and they 
probably will take their regular course. 


There will bo nothing except indis- 


position upon the part of members to 
prevent the senate in entering promptly 
upon its work, as there ia a calendar 
ready made for it with *baut 300 bills 
reported from commlttses during the 
special session. With the message read 
it will remain, for tbe senate to decide 
whether it shall enter seriously upon the 
work of the session after today, or be- 
gin a sjrstem of delay intended to throw 
all important questions over beyond the 
Christmas holidays. The indications are 
now for a little more activity than usual 
during the pre-holiday session. This is 
largely due to the fact that t'he sup- 
porters of the administration and other 
advocates of annexation are very anx- 
ious to secure the earliest possible con- 
sideration of the treaty with Hawaii. 
Senator Davis, chairman, of the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, announces 
his purpose of pressing annexation at 
the earliest possible moment, but it is 
not probable that the matter will b« 
taken up seriously uwtil the committee 
rain have a meeting- and decide upon de- 
tails of procedure. The committee will 
be called together Wednesday for this 
purpose. One point the committee will 
have to decide is whether to proceed to 
ratify the treaty of annexation, or to an- 
nex the islands by resolution. The an- 
nexatiojiiists have tost some voles during 
the vacation, and there is now appre- 
hension that the two-thirds vote neces- 
fcary to assure the ratification cannot be 
secured. A satisfactory canvass is not 
possible until all the senators arrive, and 
If it is then made manifest tha,t fobe neces- 
sary two-thirds vote cannot be secured 
it is likely tnat the proceeding: by means 
of reeolu.tton, which would require only 
a majority vote, will be inaugurated. 
Some members of the committee who 
favor annexation advocate this course 
because they say they see no reason for 
traversing the same ground twice, as 
they would be compelled to do in case 
the matter should be first considered in 
executive session, fail there and th£n be 
taken up in the form of a resolution in 
open senate and house. 


The immigration bill for wliich Sena- 


tor Lodge stands sponsor, is practically 
at tfee bead of the senate legislative 
calendar and will be considered early in 
tihe session. The senator expresses his 
intention of pressing the bill, but he will 
not antagonize the Hawaiian treaty 
with it.

NEW STAMP SCHEME. 


The Plan That is Being Put in Prac- 


tice in Detroit. 


So great has interest in the trading 


stamp system of 
adverti«1ng 
become 


among merchants and buyers that there 
are now a do?eu different ideas in the 
scheme being carried out in various parts 
'of the country. 


In view of the great interest that is be- 


ing taken in Detroit in the trading scheme 
as a means of advertising, a. new trading 
stamp company has been organized here, 
backed by t'ae Industrial building and 
loan association. 


The plan of the new company organ- 


ized by the InduJirial building and loan 
association is this: Ten cent coupons, in 
utrips like street-car-tickets, will be is- 
sued to the merchants and given by them 
to customers who actually pay cash over 
the counter, or cash on delivery. 
For 


those used the merchants will pay the 
buyer's cash savings system five per cent. 
This .applies simply to the cash-over-the 
counter-business. Experience has shown 
that it actually costs the merchant but 2i 
per cent, on his gross oafeh business, for 
the reason that tickets or coupons are 
only given on purchases of ten cents and 
even tens. 
Besides, it promotes cnsh 


trading, which all the merchants 
ac 


knowledge is desirable. 


The system through ils financial agent 


pays to the buyer, when he has accumu- | 
late'd $25 in coupons, §1 in cash.or four per 
cent, retaining one per cent, only for tha 
expense of conducting the business, ad- 
vertising, etc. It is thought that the large 
amount of business will make the enter- 
prise pay. The Industrial building and 
loan association, with 5125,000 assets and 
no debts, will make all collections and 
pay all redemptions.
